1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S. C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 8, 1 1, 15-20, 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 
88473 1. EP '73 1 shows a disk player in figure 1 that has a dynamic vibration absorber 100 
positioned on deck plate 1. Mass body 15 and elastic connection member 19 absorb vibrations 
present in the deck plate 1. Viscoelastic members 14 support/connect the base plate 1 to the 
deck base 3. The mass body may consist of mass body 20 as shown in figures 7 and 8, which 
moves in a direction non-parallel to the axis of rotation and also perpendicular/parallel to the axis 
of rotation due to the six sides of attachment. 

4. Claims 1-3, 8-10, 14, 16, 17, 20, 27-29, 32-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by JP 60-1 82086. 

5. Claims 4-7, 12, 13, 21, 22, 24-26, 30, 3 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The references cited all show damping mechanisms for disk player decks.
